A prseterr report, originating we know 
not whence, was current in the middle of 
yesterday to the eftect that the Japancso 
troops bad advanced as far as‘ Moukden and 
had there encountered tho Russians. No 
" telegrams with any bearing on thestory, how. 
ever, azem to have reached the Colony, and 
enquiry both in official quarters and among 
‘the leading Japanese firms failed to elicit 
any information. The report continued to 
circulate, nevertheless, and among the 
Chinese it was widely spread by the agency 
of an “Extra” published from ‘one office. 
_Up to the time of writing we have had 
. nothing to indicate that there is more than 
idle rumour in the story, which has 
baen ‘received with scepticiam by those 
best qualified to judge. ‘What was 
the cause of this.incredulity it is not hard 
to.ceo fromthe map. Moukden might be 
approached by the Japanese in one of four 
ways, The first is by the Manchurian rail- 
way line, starting from a. point near Now. 
ehwang. This is-the shortest route, being 
leas than 100 miles; but it is impossible 
that an advance could be made thus with- 
out news having reached the outer world 
trom Newchwang of Japanese action in that 
‘neighbourhood. The second way is from 
somewhere in the Kwangtung peninsula 
or. between: that and the Yalu. This is 
longer, and there ig no base suitable from 
which to operate}. morever, “the Russians 
were in force in the region when we last 
had definita ‘information from it. Tho 
third way is across tho’Yalu, but, it: is 
not possible. that... the: Japanese could 
80 don’ “have crossed the: -river. “and 
advanced... another 160. miles without’'a 
fremendous sbraggle Lastly, beara inthe way 


war. Both objecta are most worthy, as we 
need hardly insist, and Hongkong may be 
depended upon to make a generous answer 
to the appeals, We wrote eight days ago 
upon the subject of the proposed relief fund, 
pointing cut what was being done in Japsn 
and Shanghai to aid the families of those a, 
the front in the cause of Jupan. Ono of the 
Hongkong, funds will be: devoted to the 
same purpose as the money collected in 
Shanghai and the Japanese ports. We 
think that those concerned in atartiog the 
subscriptions in Hongkong huve done wisely 
in dividing the appeal-in two. Had they 
limited the purpose for which the money is 
being collected to the relief of Japanese 
widows and orphana, there would be a liko- 
libood in this very cosmopolitan community 
that ‘some Europeans would have held back, 

not seeing sufficient reason to contribute 
money to such a fund, when possibly their 
sympathies are rather with the Russians, 
On the other hand, it could not be expected 
that the local Chinese merchants, ready as 
they have always shown themselves to re- 
spond to calls upon their benevolence, would 
be eager to contribute money, part of which 
would go to the help of the Russians, China's 
enemies and oppressors. The highest form 
of charity, no doubt, takes no heed of race 
distinctions ; but personal sympathies can- 

not, in the natural man, be entirely 
suppressed, and active benevolence can but 
be stimulated by a knowledge that it is to 
}| those whose cause we approve that our help 
will be giveu. Therefore the promoters of 
the, two subscription lists are to be com- 
mended on tbe manner in which they have 
given an opportunity to people of various 
aympnthies to display their charitable foel- 
ings. . Hongkong residents, Europeans, 
‘Chineso, and others, will, we are confident, 
take the’ opportunity of subscribo to one or 
other of the funds or even to both.

THE FIRE ON THE “GLENTURRET.” 

Pho following datails of the fire, which was 
reported in these columns on the 2ad inst. aro 
from the Singapore Free Presa, At 8.30 this 
morning wisps of smoke wore seen issuing from 
the fore-hatch of the ss, Glenturre? lying at 
Gestion 2, Tanjong Pagar, and feara wore 
entortained that the vergel was on’ fire. In- 
vosligation showed thot thes» fears were only 
too well-fodnded, for immediately the hatch waa 
removed o densa volume of smoke rolled ont. 
Captain Webster of tho Gle.turret at ‘once 
communicated with the dock authorities, and 
the Dock fire eugines with the ings Baagkok 
and Sunda were got ready and went to Section 
2, Meanwhilo every effort was baing mado by 
thone ou tho vesscl. to extinguish tho fire, but 
though the tugs and fire-onginos arrived and 
joined in the work of coping with it, it 
scemed to increase repidly, and it was then 
decided to move the vessel to the Roads, as 
lying at the wharf sho was.9 monaco to othor 
vessels near and the wharf godowns. Pilot 
Davies undertook the task of taking the vessel 
jnto the Ronds—no easy one as tho smoke and 
flames from the burning hold just forward of 
the bridge blew right on to it and at times quite 
obscured the view. The passago through the 
channel into the Roads was, howover, safely 
negotiated and the Glenturret anchored off

fomilinr intercourse, Some time agen Prof, 
Bill-Tout, who is o follow of tho Britieh 
Beientitio Association, was commissioned by that 
assvoistion to study the 
language of the native tribes of North-west 
‘Ameries. - This the professor did, and tho results 
of his Inbours were published it pamphlet form 
bythe British Associntion. Dr, Jessop, President 
of the Board of Trade in Now York, became vory 
intetested ia the subject, and he and his wife 
contributed $50,000 to bo use for the purpose 
of making o similar inquiry in Bastorn Asia. 
Those funds were placed, in the honds of 
well-known Russian soientists, who have now 
completed their labour, and the results of theso 
two researches by Prof. 
Rusainn scientists show by comparison that 
the folklore is almost identical. Tho same 
animals aro’ venerated, and the raven in both 
continents is looked updh as the progonitor of 
all living things. There is also a similarity in 
the customs of the two peoples, and in their 
language ; in fact, the resemblance that can be 
traced is considered sufficiently marked by tho
